Paris Calling. Sy Harry J. Greenwall, 
Hurst and Blackett.

N “Paris Calling’ Mr. H 
Greenwall has made a selection from 
his experiences of twenty-five years as 
Continental Correspondent to the Daly 
Express. Most of us who have spent 
holidays abroad enjoy nothing better than 
the re-visiting of our favourite scenes with 
the aid of a book that recaptures their 
atmosphere and charm. Fortunately for 
all who have fallen under its spell, Paris 
appears to be a particularly inspiring 
place for the production of reminiscences, 
and many entertaining memoirs have been 
written of Parisian life from the days of 
Mr. George Moore to those of Mr. Sisley 
Huddleston. Mr. Greenwall is well quali- 
fied for his task, and now invites us to 
hear that call as he hears it—namely, 
without the illusion that Paris is just 
a frivolous place for frivolous people. His 
book is certainly delightful, and with him 
we ramble in many quarters of the city 
to meet interesting people and to visit 
curious places. isé 

Mr. Greenwall gives some vivid accounts 
of politicians whom he has known. He 
is proud to believe that Georges Clemenceau 
had a certain affection for him, and this 
is how he describes the “ Tiger ’’.:— 

“I can close my eyes now and see Clémen- 
ceau like this: the face of a Chinese mandarin. 
high check-bones, absolutely the real Mongol 
type, and a white drooping moustache that was 
very Chinese in character; twinkling eyes that 
seemed to look out on the world with all the 
knowlelg- that could possibly enter one human 
brain.’ 

Of Monsieur Briand he says :— 

“To my mind, and I say this without any 
arriére pensée, be is a jovial brigand. I have 
heard a Conservative English Minister refer to 
Monsieur Briand in my presence as a “sly old 
fox.” but I do not think that this is a fitting 
or even just epithet. If the devil is a. joliy 
fellow, then Monsieur Briand is the very devil!’ 

The account of Marshal Joffre’s funeral 
is a line piece of writing. Having 
described how the procession contained 
representatives of all nations and detach- 
ments from various armies, Mr. Green- 


wall goes on :— 

“And then—the most terrible sight of all— 
there came, wheeled past in chairs, the ‘ guéules 
cassées *—literally the ‘broken muge’—men with 
faces that are faces no more, eyes that cannot 
see, and ears that cannot hear. Men and women 
wept openly and unashamedly, and I think all 
these of us who were there this morning said 
io vuréelyes: ‘In the name of Joffre, saviour of 
France, never, never, again.’ ” 


Turning to another phase of French 
life, Mr. Greenwall introduces us to

The foundation of the British East 
Indies Company in :1599 marks the 
beginnings; the Peace of Utrecht, which 
set the seal upon a century of endeavour, 
makes a-halting-place in the great move- 
ment. The prelude to the story is the 
decreé of Pope Alexander VI., by which 
all heathen lands discovered in the East 
were allotted to Portugal, and in the 
West to Spain, the immediate result of 
which was the search for the North-West 
and North-East passages, by which 
English seamen hoped to gain access to 
the fabulous treasures of the Indies. The 
Company’s first voyage round the Cape 
was in 1601, and it is to the progress of 
events in the East that Mr. Innes first 
turns his attention. The Company s 
various expeditions, its political 
and economic vicissitudes, and _ the 
clash with the Dutch East Indies 
Company, which soon became a 
much more formidable. rival than 
the weakened and crumbling Portugal, 
make a story of such interest that the 
layman will be indignant that its details 
hitherto have been denied him in the 
reading of history. 

When the East Indies Company was 
chartered its object was not one of con- 
quest, but of trade and gain. The second 
part of this book, on the infancy of 
Virginia, tells a different story; for the 
idea of settlement was the most potent in- 
centive to Western expansion. Here Mr. 
Innes has done justice to the pioneering 
genius of John Smith—a daring pilot in 
extremity—the New Plymouth settlements, 
the Puritan emigration. and the Planta- 
tion Colonies. Thus the story is traced 
from its beginnings in private enterprise to 
its subsequent developments under Govern- 
ment control, and the third section of the 
book can show an empire already in being. 

Mr. Innes’s book will be welcomed by 
historians as a solid and distinguished 
attempt to represent a phase of develop- 


Í ment which has not had all the attention 


that it deserves, but its interest is by no 
means confined to historians. In the 
level clarity of the narrative the general 
reader will find himself introduced to a 
story which is as absorbing as it is little 
understood.

HE aim of this book for ramblers is 
towards education in the art of see- 
ing. The author is a ‘“‘ topographical 
detective ” and the inventor of a new kind 
of game. The game is easy to learn, but 
it demands a certain bent in its own 
direction—a keen eye to observe what 
many people do not see in the landscape, 
a reasonable equipment in the art of 
deduction from the data at hand, and a 
fair background knowledge of history by 
which to test the reasonableness of a 
deduction. With these almost anyone can 
become a topographical detective. 

If he will train himself in the simple 
methods of study outlined in this book, 
he is likely to find his walking tours, his 
motoring outings and his holiday camping 
productive of a new and exciting pleasure. 
Mr. Maxwell himself has an excellent 
equipment for this game of his own inven- 
tion. He brings to the making of ‘A 
Detective in Sussex,’’ as to his earlier 
work, “‘A Detective in Kent,” imagina- 
tion and the artist’s eye, a well-stored 
mind and a lively humour. Above all, he 
has a great love for the scenes upon which 
he employs himself, and this would appear 
tobe more than half the equipment needed 
for the full enjoyment of the game.

HIS short sketch of French painting 


has much to recommend it. For one 
thing, the book has been based on a plan. 
Mr. Clutton-Brock has chosen his illustra- 
tions and discussion with a view to show- 
ing “ the gradual discovery of more and 
more facts about the appearance of nature 
and the conversion of these facts to 
esthetic uses.” Thus the chapter on the 
Nineteenth Century is the longest, since 
it was during the past century that French 
painting contributed most to that art, 

In the limited space allowed him the 
author has compressed an ample discus- 
sion of the men and women who were 
instrumental in bringing about the revolu- 
tions in painting. The reproductions of 
famous works of art receive individual 
attention, and so a practical lesson in the 
appreciation of art is provided for the lay- 
man. The large chapter on the primitives 
seems rather arbitrary in its dispropor- 
tionate length, but the author is entitled 
to his own ideas of importance. Not the 
least of this book’s merits is the excellent 
make-up of the contents. Messrs. Chap- 
man and Hall may well be proud of its 
neat lay-out, beantiful and readable print 
and fine reproductions.
